= Keep notes with dates and names of any contacts
with the landlord regarding problems.

= Get promises from the landlord in writing. Contact
your landlord when a problem arises.

» Makeyourself aware of the terms of the lease and
follow those terms.

= Pay rent on time.
» Maintain the apartment; keep it clean.

» Notify the landlord as soon as possible when a
repair is needed.

= Repair or pay for the repair of damages for which
you are responsible.
